I ii tracing these events, which most 
historians neglect, tim United Stat 
George Washington Bicentennial Com- 
mission reminds us that after the 
victory of Yorktown when indiopend 
once seemed*1 assured, the army was 
neglected. 
The country had been im-, 
poverished by the eight years of the 
Revolution, 
and 
Congress 
appeared, 
ready to let the army disband and dis­ 
solve w ithout reward or compensation, 
As a 
result W ashington’s troops 
were filled with an ugly spirit cif 
mutiny. Through eight years of hard­ 
ships they had been loyal to their 
chief# 
By that loyalty they had wop 
victory 
for their country. 
During 
those eight years many officers and 
men had lost all their projierty. 
In 
return for all this, they felt about to 
tie abandoned to want and beggary. 
Organizations of officers met and re 
solved on resigning in groups. 
The 
rank and file was filled with outright 
mutiny. 
The m ilitary inaction 
after 
Yorktown had given the entire m ilitary 
establishment time to reflect on its 
wrongs, aud it now was in a mood 
Imsitiveiy da rigorous. 


Washington, 
always 
appealing to 
Congress in aid of his men, sent out a 
solemn warning as to this danger, 
which Congress ignored. 
Nothing was 
left to Washington but to turn and 
appeal to his officers, and there en­ 
sued the famous meeting to which 
lie called them, whim ho put on his 
glasses with the rem ark that he laid 
•‘grown both blind and gray in their 
service.”
